After Idl read ray response to his letter she said she does not believe he did not 
get the letter I wdote him to which I refer in which I did not agree to his saying that 
I had agreed to let him use tills material in his biography of Hoover. I was more polite 
in telling him that he lies, about this and about not getting my letter.

Ireland and, failing in that, he should have seen to it that Ms assistant, Cathy 
Cattle, iiad the time before She left, in the 1- .at minute, to resume he teaching job in 
a British college or university. 

Ho didn't even let her have enough time for the social visit she'd planned.
